THE MELON LICE 


All water melon growers are being 
warned to keep a lookout 
for 
the 
melon lice, which have liegun to a|>- 
pear in the water melon fields within 
the last two or three weeks, and to 
us a nicotine dust spray for the ex­ 
termination of the pest wherever these 
lice appear. 
Home two weks ago quite a number 
of water melon growers la gan to call 
at the o f f i c e of County Agent Bar­ 
ton to report the presence of t lit* melon 
louse and sak for information as to 
lioW to cope with it. They were ad- 
ised to 11so the nicotine sulphate dust. 
This dust, the county agent states, 
is shot into the vines with a special 
un” made for 
that 
purpose. 
It 
hould he used when it is still, that 
«, when there is no wind blowing, and 
herefore the early morning or late 
afternoon is recommended a s the time 
for its use. though a still time in the 
middle o f the day would- do just as 
w’ell when such a time can Is* found, 
if not lietter. 
Some of the drug stores of Coman­ 
che, it Is stated, have obtained quant­ 
ities of the nicotine «lust to be sold to 
the farmers at cost. 
K. L. Macon of the First National 
Bank recently sprayed an acre an«l a 
half of melons in which the lice had 
appeared with the nicotine dust and 
reports good results- He found that 
three pounds of the «lust was required 
for the acre and half. The cost was 
SO cents per pound 
R. T* Janes of Sidney, who has 30 
acres in tvater melons discovered a 
among them last week. He secured a 
supply of dust and a gun and went 
to work on them, and on a visit of 
the county agent to his farm this week 
Mr. Janes reported that be believed 
his prompt work had been very valu­ 
able to him, and that he wouldn’t take 
a hundred dollars for the informa 
tion he had received on how to fight 
the melon lice.
